The people of Yemen today are waging 
an unwavering battle for democracy 
and independence. Their struggle is 
one of many being carried out by the 
people of the Middle East and North 
Africa against the undemocratic rulers 
of the region and their colonial masters 
in Washington and elsewhere. 


Yemen's president, Ali Abdullah Saleh. 
Protests escalated throughout Janu¬ 
ary and February 2011. On March 18, 
2011, a march in the capital city of 
Sanaa saw Yemeni security forces open 
fire on demonstrators, killing 52 people. 
However, the crackdown only served 
to steel the protester’s resolve, and also 
sparked the defection of a number of 
high ranking officers and ministers 
from the military and government. 



Presidential elections were held on Feb¬ 
ruary 21, 2012, in which al-Hadi was 
the sole candidate. Not surprisingly, 


The protests in Yemen began in Janu¬ 
ary 2011, inspired by the uprisings in 
Tunisia and Egypt. Tens of thousands 
of people marched in the streets, 
demanding the government 
address issues of unemploy¬ 
ment, poverty and cor¬ 
ruption. These demands 
for democracy and so¬ 
cial justice were soon 
followed by demands 
for the resignation of 


Negotiations began for Saleh to leave 
office, brokered by the Gulf Coop¬ 
eration Council (GCC). Many of its 
members, Saudi Arabia most 
prominent among them, 
were concerned that 
protests would es¬ 
calate if Saleh 
did not leave of¬ 
fice, potentially 
threatening to 
spill over Yemen’s 
borders into their 
own countries. 
However, Saleh did 
not leave the country 
until June 2011, after 
he was injured in an at¬ 
tempted assassination. In No¬ 
vember 2011, he officially transferred 
power to his Vice President, Abd al- 
Rab Mansur al-Hadi, in exchange for 
immunity from prosecution. Although 
the official opposition council accepted 
this deal, many protesters were angered 
that Saleh would not face justice and 
that essentially the same government 
would continue with a new face. 
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he won. Despite this absolute farce I 
and mockery of democracy, the elec- I 
tions were hailed as a success by the I 
United States administration and 
many of their allies in the Persian I 
Gulf. In an official statement on the I 
elections, Secretary of State Hill- I 
ary Clinton said “on behalf of the 
United States, I want to congratu¬ 
late the people of Yemen on today’s I 
successful presidential election. This I 
is another important step forward in I 
their democratic transition process I 
and continues the important work I 
of political and constitutional re- I 
form...Today’s election sends a clear I 
message that the people of Yemen I 
are looking forward to a brighter I 
democratic future.” 

Although many in Yemen cel- I 
ebrated the departure of Saleh, it I 
is clear that little will change under \ 
al-Hadi’s rule, despite his promises | 
to address conditions of poverty and 
unemployment. Every Friday, tens of 
thousands have been gathering in cities 
across Yemen to demand the removal 
of Saleh’s relatives and allies from key 
military and security positions and an 
end to interference in Yemen by the 
US and Saudi Arabia. 

Social and Economic Roots of the 
Protests 

The Romans called the area which is 
today Yemen “Arabia Felix”, or Happy 
Arabia for its lush land and fertile soil 
which supported thriving communi¬ 
ties within a mostly dry and barren 
desert landscape. However, despite 
the country’s plentiful resources, the 
people of Yemen today do not live 
in the fortunate circumstances the 
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Romans once coveted. Yemen is the 
poorest country in the Arab world, 
ranking 154th out of 187 countries on 
the UN’s Human Development Index. 
Although its major cities like Sana’a 
and Aden look thriving and modern 
from an outside view, the reality is that 
most of the country’s citizens are strug¬ 
gling to survive. Forty-two percent of 
the population lives on less than $2 a 
day, according to the United Nations 
Development Programme, and over 
half of the population is chronically 
malnourished. The depth of the prob¬ 
lem is revealed jarringly with horrifying 
images of skin-and-bone children from 
across the country. UNICEF reports 
that over a million of Yemeni children 
are severely malnourished, resulting 
in stunted growth and chronic health 
problems. This number of starving chil¬ 
dren is second only to Afghanistan. 

Yemen also faces the challenges of 
low levels of development. Over half 
of the population has no access to an 


35%, according to the World Bank. 
However, the Yemen Education for 
Employment Foundation estimates 
that unemployment rates among Ye¬ 
meni youth are around 50%. Even 
many university graduates cannot find 
jobs. As in many other Arab countries, 
this frustrated and dissatisfied youth 
population has been a driving force in 
protests against the government. 

Desperate social conditions, together 
with widespread government corrup¬ 
tion and mass killings of activists have 
led to the uprising in Yemen today. Al¬

Colonial Past 

The issue of foreign 
interference in Ye¬ 


improved water source such as a well, 
instead getting their water from often- 
contaminated rivers, lakes and streams. 
More than three quarters of the popu¬ 
lation do not have access to even such 
basic improved sanitation facilities such 
as an outhouse, resulting in outbreaks 
of cholera and other diseases. 

The already desperate living conditions 
in Yemen have been recently exacer¬ 
bated by a skyrocketing unemployment 
rate, pushing hundreds of thousands 
more people into poverty. Overall un¬ 
employment in Yemen sits at about 


men’s affairs is not a new one. Ishaan 
Tharoor writes in Time Magazine, 
“by the 19th century, Yemen’s modern 
political contours were taking shape 
with the region a chess piece in the 
hands of foreign powers. The Otto¬ 
man Empire extended its control over 
Arabia south from the holy cities of 
Mecca and Medina, seizing Sana’a and 
nearby towns. In 1832, soldiers of the 
British East India Company captured 
Aden, which they saw as a strategic 
waypoint between Europe and their 
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colonial possessions in India.” 

The southern port of Aden and its sur¬ 
rounding area were ruled directly by 
the British East India Company until 
1937, when Britain made the port a 
crown colony. Yemen remained under 
British control until 1967, when an 
uprising against their rule forced them 
to leave. However, the colonial powers 
were not going to give Yemen up so 
easily. Today, the port of Aden remains 
a critical shipping and trading point 
between the Horn of Africa and major 
markets in India and East Asia - and an 

area of stra¬ 
ti tegic and 
economic 
interest to 
the United 
States. 

The Secret 
US War in 
Yemen 

It is of criti¬ 
cal impor¬ 
tance to the 
U.S. govern¬ 
ment and 
capitalist 
class to maintain allies in the Middle 
East, an area rich in resources and the 
site of many important trade routes. 
Yemen, like many other countries, 
has fallen victim to a no-win scenario 
presented by the US administration. 
The choice presented to them was to 
ally themselves with the US, allowing 
the plundering of re- 

I sources by US- 
based corpora- 
tions direct or 
indirect interfer¬ 
ence in their country’s affairs, or stand 
up to Washington and face the constant 
threat of becoming the next Iraq or 
Afghanistan. The Yemeni government 
chose the former option. 

However, despite their government’s 
capitulation, Yemenis have not escaped 
the bombs and terror brought by the 
United States. With the cooperation 
of the Yemeni government, the CIA 
has been carrying out a covert “drone

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war” in Yemen, supposedly carrying 
out attacks in the name of killing al- 
Qaeda militants. Washington-based 
think tank the New America Founda¬ 
tion estimates that between 531 and 
779 Yemenis have been killed in drone 
strikes. 

In a June 12 report, CNN National 
Security Analyst Peter Bergen wrote, 
“on April 25, the White House ap¬ 
proved a new policy inaugurating a 
more aggressive campaign of drone 
strikes in Yemen allowing so-called 
“signature” strikes.These are strikes on 
individuals whose patterns of behavior 
signal the presumed presence of an im¬ 
portant militant or of a plot against the 
United States, even if the targeted 
individuals identity is unknown.” 

The CIA and the US administration 
claim they are making “every effort” 
to avoid civilian 
casualties. How 
is this possible 
when a person 
can now be 
charged, tried, 
and executed 
based merely on 
their behaviour 
by someone sit¬ 
ting in a control 
room in a for¬ 
eign country?? 

What the US 
is doing in re¬ 
ality is waging 
a campaign of 
terror and fear 
against the ci¬

Hands Off Yemen! 

The Yemeni people have been waging 
a courageous battle for their human 
rights, democracy and independence.

F riday August 10, 2012 marked 100 
days of occupation and protest to 
defend cosna?om (also known as 
Marpole Midden) in Vancouver, British 
Columbia, Canada. The Musqueam First 
Nation has been standing watch over 
cosna?om, an ancient village and burial 
site, next to the Arthur Laing Bridge in 
Vancouver as it is technically owned by 
a private company, “Century Holdings”, 
which has slated the land for condo con¬ 
struction. These plans for construction 
seem to contradict the fact that not only 
do the Musqueam have 4,000 years of 
history with that land, but also the com¬ 
pany already uncovered the remains of 
two adults and three infants which was 
to be expected as cosna?om (or Marpole 
Midden) is a recognized “National Herit¬ 
age Site”. According to the Parks Canada 
website, www.historicplaces.ca, “Mar¬ 
pole Midden was designated a National 
Historic Site of Canada in 1933 because 
- it is the site of one of the largest pre¬ 
contact middens on the Pacific coast of 
Canada.” 

Over 300 people gathered outside of 
the Safeway at Granville and 70th on 
the morning of August 10 to show their 
support for the Musqueam people and 
cosna?om. With the Musqueam banner 
at the front along with drummers, sing¬ 
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ers and families, the march began down 
Granville. Looking through the march 
you could see signs reading, “Serbia sup¬ 
ports Musqueam”, “Archeologists sup¬ 
port Musqueam”, “BC Nurses Union 
supports Musqueam”, and “Honk if you 
support Musqueam”. These also came 
along with people from many different 
Indigenous nations from across Canada, 
who held their own signs, banners and 
flags showing their nations’ support for 
the Musqueam. The march took over an 
hour and a half to reach cosna?om, paus¬ 
ing at intersections with organizers hand¬ 
ing out information to cars passing by on 
their morning commutes. 

When the march arrived at cosna?om 
there were speakers from the Provincial 
New Democratic Party (NDP), BC Nurs¬ 
es’ Union (BCNU), Vancouver’s Coali¬ 
tion of Progressive 
Electors (COPE), along 
with Musqueam elders 
and organizers. Cecilia 
Point, a spokeswoman 
for the Musqueam First 
Nation, then announced 
that they had collected 
over 3,000 signatures 
in support of protecting 
cosna'Pom and that they 
had organized a relay 
run from the site to BC 
Premier Christy Clark’s 
office to deliver the pe¬ 
tition. Runners, both 
Musqueam and sup¬ 
porters, warmed up for 


their run while a second group prepared 
to drive to the offices of the private de¬ 
veloper, “Century Holdings”, to deliver 
copies of the petition. It was a beautiful 
and powerful display of community sup¬ 
port and involvement as the runners and 
vehicles left with the petitions. 

The songs, drumming and words spoken 
throughout the event were also beautiful 
and powerful. Many speakers pointed out 
some deep and evident contradictions in 
the government’s negotiations with the 
Musqueam. For example, there are laws 
protecting 100-year-old heritage homes 
and buildings in the area, and yet the 
City and Province are not interested in 
protecting a 4,000-year-old heritage site. 
The other question asked was about the 
sincerity of Christy Clark’s “Family First 
Agenda”. They asked whose families is 
she really putting first? Don’t the families 
and traditions of the Musqueam matter?

The struggle of the Musqueam for 
cosna?om and their resolute message to 
continue fighting after 100 days of con¬ 
tinuous occupation and protest is an ex¬ 
ample for Indigenous people across BC 
and Canada. This fight also follows in 
the footsteps of other great struggles, 
such as the occupation of the land by the 
Mohawk people at Oka in 1990 to de¬ 
fend their burial site from being uprooted 
to expand a 9-hole golf course into 18 
holes. The Musqueam people know that 
they have taken on a struggle with ma¬ 
jor ramifications. A defeat would signal 
to the provincial and federal government 
that they can get away with perpetuating 
the injustices against Indigenous people 
that have continued now for centuries. 
A victory will be an important triumph 
in favor of Indigenous nations and their 
rights to the land and will also remind 
working and oppressed people, both In¬ 
digenous and non-Indigenous, that when 
we unite anything is possible.

They Are Trying 
the Most Important 

An Interview with Cecilia Point, 
Spokesperson from the MusqueanfiBand

FTT: Given that the BC government 
has been saying that it is making prog¬ 
ress with the Musqueam over the land 
issue and over, what was the reason for 
organizing the demonstration 
on August 10? 

Cecilia Point: Well, they are 
trying to sidestep the most 
important issue which is pro¬ 
tection of all First Nations 
burial sites.They still continue 
to issue site alteration permits, 
archaeological investigative 
permits on top of burial sites. 

The argument they give in this 
case is that it is private land, so 
they are saying that the developer 
followed all the rules, etc. We re 
saying that their hands are not tied 
because it is private land. They can 
simply move the developer somewhere 
else. And as you know, in the beginning, 
we had talked about a land swap, but 
when I thought about it some more, 
I wondered why did Musqueam have 
to be involved in that. British Colum¬ 
bia is only 6 percent privately owned. 
So there is so much land. If this ever 
happens, there is so much land in BC 
that is Crown land, like the rest of it 
is Crown land, they can just move him 
somewhere else when this happens. 
And I think a similar thing happened 
in Caledonia in Ontario when there 
was a possible grave site desecration 
pending. The province of Ontario, in 
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Cecilia Point on AugustJ1, 201/2 


open the floodgates' rule and they are 
concerned that so many First Nations 
will then start to step up and say, 
‘Well, protect ours, protect ours, 
protect ours,’because since I’ve 
been here, of course, I have met 
many First Nations who are in 
a similar situation or have had 
that happen to them already. 
So they are trying to sidestep 
a part of the Heritage Act that 
protects Aboriginal Title and 
heritage sites because they have 
never used it before. 

FTT: What is the best way 
that people in Vancouver, across 
Canada, and internationally can 
help support the Musqueam in this

struggle? 

Cecilia Point: Well, of course they can 
continue to come and stand with us 
because I think it is important to have 
a show of people at the site. But, they 
do need to petition their governments. 
And I say governments in plural mean¬ 
ing cities, provinces and federally.This 
site is recognized as a National Historic 
Site federally. And the federal govern¬ 
ment has not weighed in at all because 
they say that they have transferred all 
of the Historic Site powers to the prov¬ 
inces. So in this case the permits are 
coming from the Ministry of Forests 
and Lands so that is the one that we 
have been hammering away at the most 
because we want them to rescind the 
permits. Because the other thing they 
are doing, the permits were supposed 
to expire on June 29 or June 30.1 re¬ 
member our council coming down here 
and saying “You can probably go home 
because the permits are going to expire 
and you don’t have to stay here and 
protect the site because they wont be 
allowed to dig.” But then the Province 
renewed them and extended the dates 
for two more weeks and then two more 
weeks and then two more weeks again. 
But the first time they did it, Mus- 
queam’s legal team said, “Please dont 
do that.” Like we were in the middle 
of negotiations to have them rescinded 
and they kept extending them. So as it 


turned out, they were extending them 
at the request of the developer. And 
last week, Mary Polak (Minister of 
Aboriginal Relations and Reconcili¬ 
ation), the Province, had held a press 
conference. I believe she held that press 
conference to make us look like we 
didn’t know what was going on. In fact, 
she said that to us right in front of the 
reporters because there was a group 
from the community that went there. 
She said, “Well, why don’t we have a 
little conversation after because I think 
your administration isn’t giving you the 
whole story.” She actually said that in 
front of the cameras. So we said, “Ok,” 
and met with her afterwards and she 
didn’t tell us anything else that she told 
the reporters there. So we just started 
asking her questions. We said, “Why 
do you keep extending these permits?” 
And she said, “As long as they extend 
them the developer promises he won’t 
do any work. Even though he has a 
permit to work she says he promises 
he won’t do any work. Our legal team 
again says, “There is no such agreement 
in place and if there is even a verbal one 
that doesn’t hold water.” But he said, 
“There isn’t even a verbal one, even if 
they said that to her.” There certainly 
is no written agreement that says they 
won’t do any work. So that was the 
first lie she told us. The second lie she 
told us was, she told the press that they 
were forwarding us $12 million. I know 
it’s complicated, but we 
talked about some 


other pieces of land that the Province 
was working with us on that they were 
going to transfer to us. So, nobody ever 
knew how much value that land was, 
and that was something our team was 
trying to keep secret because since she’s 
now told the public how much money 
it’s going to be the developer wants it 
all. As you know we’re in negotiations 
to purchase this property. We’re willing 
to pay for just the lots, just the dirt and 
this developer came to the table and 
asked us for covering his losses, cover¬ 
ing his construction costs so far and 
covering even possible profit losses. I’m 
saying that that belongs to the Prov¬ 
ince. Like, if we want to buy this piece 
of land then we’ll buy this piece of land, 
but that other stuff, that has nothing 
to do with us. The Province is the one 
that made that mistake, so they need to 
go after the Province for that money. 

FTT: Thanks a lot for taking the time 
to speak with us tonight. 
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T alk about lousy timing! Just as 
debate on Enbridge’s proposed 
“Northern Gateway” pipeline was 
dominating provincial and national head¬ 
lines in Canada, another of their pipelines 
was shut down and investigated after leak¬ 
ing over 1,200 barrels of oirm Wisconsin 
at the end of July Enbridge executives 
must however be credited with creativity 
in their positive spin that this leak “showed 
improvement” compared to their many pre¬ 
vious spills. While a recent media standoff 
between B.C. Premier Christy Clark and 
Alberta Premier Alison Redford about 
exactly who will reap pipeline profits may 
have had a few more people watching the 
evening news, the most fundamental issue 
of the rights of indigenous nations whose 
land the pipelines would cross has been 
purposely glossed over when dealing with 
the Northern Gateway and two other major 
proposed pipelines starting in Alberta. 

Pipe Dreams 

The three major pipelines 
currently creating the mosli 
debate are: 

Enbridge’s 6 billion dollar 
“Northern Gateway” pipe¬ 
line, which would operate 
between Edmonton and 
Kitimat on the coast of B.C. 

KinderMorgan’s 4.1 bil¬ 
lion dollar expansion of its 
existing “TransMountain” 
pipeline, which also begins 
in Edmonton and terminates 
in the Lower Mainland and 
Washington State. 

TransCanada’s 7.6 billion dollar Keystone 
XL Pipeline, which would add to an exist¬ 
ing pipeline to take oil to multiple desti¬ 
nations across the United States and all 


the way down to the Gulf 
Coast of Texas. 


It’s impossible to argue 
that pipelines of this mag¬ 
nitude would not create 
jobs in their construction. 

Howevlr, the Canadian 
Centre for Policy Al¬ 
ternatives (CCPA) points 
out that, for example, En¬ 
bridge’s estimates of cre¬ 
ating 63,000 person years of employment 
with Northern Gateway are misleading, 
“According to Enbridge’s own estimates, 
the pipeline will only create about 1,850 
construction jobs per year for three years.” 
Of course the pipelines would generate 
profit for Canadian oil and companies, but 
while they made a net of 18.7 billion dollars 
in profit in 2011, anyone who has filled up 
with gas lately will tell you that none of 
this has been passed on to the consumer. 
So how much will the pipelines actually 
economically benefit most people? 

The Risks are Real 

Enbridge’s recent Wisconsin spill hap¬ 
pened almost two years to the day from its

massive oil spill in the Kalamazoo River 
in Michigan. Enbridge’s pipeline leaked an 
estimated 3.3 million litres of oil into the 
River, which cost over 800 million dollars 


to clean. From 1999 to 2010, Enbridge 
had 804 spills total with 168,645 barrels 
spilled. This equals approximately 26.81 
million litres...” Remember, Enbridge is 
just one typical oil company, and its pipe¬ 
line isn’t event the longest one proposed! 
The environmental risks are huge. 

Who Really Decides? 

B.C. Premier Christy Clarke recently laid 
out 5 requirements for the B.C. govern¬ 
ment to consider supporting the pipelines, 
with the most discussed being that B.C. 
receives a “fair share” of the economic bene¬ 
fits. But really, who is the B*C. government 
to dictate something which obviously deals 
with the land rights of the many indigenous 
nations whose territory iSSk pipeline will 
cross? Recently, Canada finally officially 
signed on to the United Nations Dec¬ 
laration on the Rights of Indigenous 
Peoples, which states: 

“1. Indigenous peoples have the right to 
determine and develop priorities and strat¬ 
egies for the development or use of their 
lands or territories and other resources 

2. States shall consult and cooperate in 
good faith with the Indigenous peoples 
concerned through their own representa¬ 
tive institutions in order to obtain their 

free and informed consent prior to the 
approval ofany project affecting their lands 
or territories and other resources, particu¬ 
larly in connection with the development, 
utilization or exploitation of mineral, water

T he bringing together of the struggle 
of oppressed people around the 
world with Hip Hop, is a basis of 
the Annual Vancouver International Hip 
Hop 4 Peace Festival. Now in it’s 8th year 
the festival, organized by antiwar coalition 
Mobilization Against War Occupation 
returns to Greater Vancouver, B.C. Canada 
- PEACE! An Element of Hip Hop! 

The inception of Hip Hop was a voice 
of people facing systemic poverty and 
racism. Today Hip Hop is a voice 
of people around the world facing 
a new era of growing war and oc¬ 
cupation characterized by attacks on 
independent nations, poor and work¬ 
ing people by competing imperialist 
countries like the US, Canada, Brit¬ 
ain and France. Through sanctions, 
military invasions and occupations 
these countries seek to expand their 
hegemony. These attacks exist abroad 
and at home through increasing pov¬ 
erty, theft of land and resources, un¬ 
employment, rising tuition costs and 
drastic cuts to social programs. 

This new era began in Afghanistan 
in 2001, then Iraq in 2003, Haiti in 
2004, Libya in 2010 and ongoing 
occupation of Palestine. Today the 
priority targets are Syria and long 
time central objective - Iran! 

With Syria, the U.S and allies pre¬ 
ceded their demand for the removal 
of Syrian President Bashar al-Assad 4 
with sanctions affecting the ability of 
Syrian people to access food and medicine. 
The U.S. is waging overt and covert opera¬ 
tions through it’s CIA, puppet governments 
and their military forces. These operations 
include arming, and funding opposition 
forces. The result has been chaos on the 
verge of all out war, shattering any authentic 
struggle for improved social conditions. 
Canada is pursues it’s own interests, sup¬ 
porting the call for the overthrow of the 
current Syrian government through sanc¬ 
tions, funding, and intensifying rhetoric. 

Recently there has been discussion of a No- 
Fly-Zone on Syria. This is the very same 
intervention sprung by the UN Security 
Council against sovereign Libya along with 


sanctions, U.S. tomahawk cruise missiles, the 
arming of mercenary forces and funding of 
a puppet “transitional government.” Then 
came the lethal U.S. lead NATO bombing 
campaign that included complete support 
by Canada whom supplied FI 8 Fighter Jets 
to the invasion. These airstrikes killed Libyan 
civilians and decimated infrastructure carving 
out the way for the assassination of Presi¬ 
dent Muammar Gaddafi. Today Libya is a 
fragmented country facing continued vio¬ 


lence, cor¬ 
ruption, foreign manipulation and 
exploitation. The fallacy of a resounding U.S 
/ NATO successful mission in Libya is in 
fact a bleak future for the Libyan people and 
potentially herald what could happen in Syria. 

However, what takes place Syria and took 
place in Libya is leading directly into the 
heart of Iran. The U.S., Canada and allies 
have claimed that Iran is the single biggest 
threat to world peace. They have prophesized 
that Iran’s nuclear energy development is a 
road to nuclear destruction. The right of the 
Iranians to develop their own society has been 


made into something sinister. Since the 
overthrow of the U.S. backed Shah in 1979, 
Iran has been a pillar of independence. It 
is this independence that threatens the 
dominance of U.S. imperialism. It is this 
reason that the U.S. has imposed illegal and 
unjust sanctions on Iran, manipulated In¬ 
ternational Atomic Energy Agency reports 
on Iran’s nuclear development, demonized 
Iranian self-determination and stationed a 
veritable army off the coast of Iran. The U.S.

Within this context imperialist countries 
wage an intense clamping down on human 
rights and freedom to protest.

was arrested, thrown into solitary con¬ 
finement, faced torture, and continues to 
struggle inside of prison. Bradley Manning 
is a hero of a fledgling antiwar movement, 
a fighter for humanity and a standard for 
fighters from the 5 Burroughs of New York, 
to the streets of Tunisia and Egypt. Hip 
Hop lives and breathes within our poor 
and working communities versus war and 
occupation. It is a voice of oppressed people 
across the world. It is through this art that 
we can broaden the movement for peace. It 
is within this culture that we can educate, 
organize and mobilize.

O ne of the dimensions of the Cu¬ 
ban Revolution that worries its 
enemies the most is the identi¬ 
fication the Cuban process achieves and 
maintains with the peoples all over the 
world despite the more than fifty year-old 
smear campaign paid for by imperialism 
and the oligarchies. 

Among all the evidence supporting this 
criterion is the absolute respect for hu¬ 
man life that has characterized the Cuban 
Revolution from the early moments of the 
insurrectional struggle against Fulgencio 
Batista’s tyranny up to the present. 

For this reason, the fact that in South 
Florida, the descendants of the torturers 
and murderers that fled to the United 
States in 1958 stealing up to the last 
penny of the 400 million dollars in the 
Cuban National Treasury-today some of 
these are members of the US Congress 
in Washington or multi-millionaire para¬ 
sites fattened by US contributions to the 
“struggle for the return of democracy to 
Cuba”- dare describe the present Cuban 
government as a dictatorship, moves one 
to anger. 

And even worse, is the fact that they dare 
accuse such a pure and clean person in the 
history of Latin America and the world 
as Ernesto Che Guevara of violations of 
human rights. 

The respect and admiration for Che Gue¬ 
vara by people with social and political 
awareness on the continent and many other 
parts of the world is obvious in the fact that 
all the resources invested by the empire and 
reactionary forces, in attempts to reduce 
his prestige by vulgarizing his image and 
turning it into a market object, have been 
unable to prevent it from being present in 
every fair act of rebellion promoted by the 
most diverse popular sectors in the world. 

Today, Che is a banner in the struggle 


of millions of 
young students, 
women, workers, 
peasants, strik¬ 
ers, indignados 
and occupiers 
of public spaces every¬ 
where. The lies fabricat¬ 
ed in Miami and paid 
for by Washington have 
not made a dent in his 
prestige or the mobilizing power of his 
example and his ideas rooted in the Cuban 
Revolution. 

Che was responsible for one of the most 
significant humanitarian actions of the Cu¬ 
ban Revolution when, as the Commander 
of the Castillo de la Cabana in Havana, he 
guaranteed that the main court created 
to judge the war crimes of the defeated 



tyranny performed an exemplary task, com¬ 
mendable for its organization, transparent 
performance and respect for the decisions 
of the judges. 

When victory was close, the leader of the 
Revolution and Chief of the Rebel Army, 
Commander Fidel Castro Ruz, asked the 
population not to take justice into their 
own hands and promised that all those ac¬ 
cused of crimes would be tried with all the 
guarantees provided by law and punished 
according to the seriousness of their crimes. 

With this act, the Cuban Revolution 


avoided a repetition of what had happened 
after the fall of tyrant Gerardo Machado 
in 1933. At that time, victims of popular 
wrath, hundreds of people linked to the 
ruthless tyranny were killed and dragged 
along the streets without a chance to have a 
defense in a court of law. At the time there 
had not been an authority to guarantee 
to the people that justice would be done. 

It is very well-known that the humanitarian 
treatment given to the defeated became one 
of the most powerful weapons of the Rebel 
Army against the forces of Batista’s tyranny. 

While the forces of the tyranny -supported, 
trained and advised by US military- killed, 
tortured and abused the detained revo¬ 
lutionary suspects, the rebel soldiers re¬ 
spected the human rights of their military 
prisoners. 

This behavior encouraged a marked dis¬ 
position among the government forces to 
surrender to the revolutionary combatants 
when they were required to do so in con¬ 
trast to the determination of the rebels to 
always resist to the death. 

Che Guevara, as a doctor, frequently found 
himself caring for wounded enemy prison¬ 
ers ahead of his own soldiers. 

As an administrative manager and as a 
military chief he was very demanding of 
his subordinates in the fulfillment of their 
duties. They respected his command more 
because of the exceptional moral strength 
conferred by his performance and the de¬ 
mands me made on himself than for the 
authority of his rank. 

The human dimension of the political 
persona of Guevara and his critical and 
polemic thoughts about the building of 
socialism left a transcendental mark that 
can be seen today in every Cuban strategy. 

To attack the exemplary behavior of Che 
Guevara in his public or private life with 
lies and slander paints a portrait of his 
defamers.

O n July 8 th , 2012 a new wave of 
protests began in Saudi Arabia, 
sparked by the shooting and ar¬ 
rest of a prominent cleric and the killing 
of protestors by the repressive monarchy. 
The people of Saudi Arabia are inspired 
by the wildfire of resistance of those 
fighting against U.S. backed regimes in 
North Africa and the Middle East, the 
continuous protesting by the people of 
Bahrain and Yemen and the victorious 
overthrow of U.S. backed regimes in Tu¬ 
nisia and Egypt. 

Here in Vancouver and in Canada, the 
major media has virtually ignored the 
courageous people in Saudi Arabia and 
their struggle. They have chosen instead 
to help the U.S. government and other 
colonial powers to beat their drums of 



war against Syria and Iran. Whether 
coming from the mouths of reporters, or 
of politicians, it is clear that in this era 
of increasing wars and occupations, ma¬ 
nipulation and distortion of facts is one 
of the tools used by world powers to con¬ 
vince people that more sanctions, bomb¬ 
ings and wars are necessary. 

Because of this, we as poor, working and 


oppressed people in Canada need to edu¬ 
cate ourselves about what really are the 
facts on the ground. Not only because it 
is the tax dollars of people in Canada that 
go towards sending bombs, fighter jets 
and soldiers, but because of the tremen¬ 
dous cost to humanity that these increas¬ 
ing wars and occupations bring; crippling 
sanctions, the destruction of infrastruc¬ 
ture, environmental devastation and loss 
of human life. 

This education cannot come through 
only the sharing of information, we must 
also come together for open discussion 
and debate. Every two weeks, Vancouver’s 
antiwar coalition, Mobilization Against 
War and Occupation (MAWO) organiz¬ 
es free public forums to do just this and 
to put our ideas to the test. 

On Tuesday July 24 th peace-loving people 
in Vancouver gathered for “Saudi Arabia: 
Mass Movement for Democracy and In¬ 
dependence!” The first speaker of the fo¬ 
rum was Nita Palmer, author of the book 
“War and Occupation in Afghanistan: 
Which Way Forward”published by Battle 
of Ideas Press. Nita spoke 
about the history of Saudi 
Arabia and gave more in¬ 
formation about, not only 
the more recent protests, 
but also the protests that 
had begun over one and 
a half years ago. Next to 
speak was Aaron Mer- 
credi, organizer with the 
Indigenous Rights and 
Action Project (IRAP). 
Aaron brought the strug¬ 
gle in Saudi Arabia with¬ 
in the context of growing 
imperialist wars and oc¬ 
cupation in the region. 
Discussion following the presentation by 
speakers focused on the main question of 
the event - What is the significance of 
protests in Saudi Arabia for the antiwar 
movement in Canada? Though by the 
end of the event, the answer to that ques¬ 
tion was not complete, the debate and 
discussion that was generated helped us 
all to better understand and learn from 


people in Saudi Arabia and to bring their 
struggle here to Canada. 

The need for education and to arm our¬ 
selves for debate is especially true when it 
comes to countries that stand in the way 
to complete U.S. domination in the Mid¬ 
dle East- Iran and Syria. Syria faces con¬ 
stantly increasing sanctions, covert for¬ 
eign intervention and non-stop rhetoric 
from colonial powers for the overthrow 
of the President of Syria, Bashar al Assad. 
The MAWO public forum “Syria: Is 
There a Revolution or Counter-Revolu¬ 
tion? Fact or Fiction?!” organized on Au¬ 



gust 7 th exposed the lies and distortions 
of imperialist governments and the main¬ 
stream media. The main presentation by 
Janine Solanki, Co-chair of Mobilization 
Against War and Occupation generated a 
lively discussion about what is really hap¬ 
pening on the ground in Syria and why 
there is so much confusion about Syria’s 
civil war. 

Alongside free public forums MAWO 
also organizes a monthly antiwar rally 
and petition campaign, picket actions, 
conferences and cultural events. 

The next rally and petition campaign is 
this Saturday August 21 st , at 1pm at the 
Vancouver Art Gallery. We will be join¬ 
ing together for an afternoon of raising 
our voices and petitioning for Hands Off 
Syria! Hands Off Iran! and Free Bradley 
Manning Now! 

MAWO is also organizing the 8 th In¬ 
ternational Hip Hop 4 Peace festival, 
bringing together dozens of artists from 
all over the world for two days of con¬ 
certs and workshops here in the Lower 
Mainland. The festival is taking place on 
September 15 th and 16 th (for more infor¬ 
mation see the Hip Hop article on this 
issue of FTT).

T he news is filled with 
alarming new threats of 
attacks on Syria and Iran. 
Secretary of State Clinton says 
the U.S. and Turkey are discussing 
details for a “No-Fly Zone” over 
Syria. We know from the Libyan 
experience that a “No-Fly Zone” 
would require massive NATO 
bombing of Syrian air defenses 
and huge civilian casualties. At 
the same time, State Department 
spokespeople are targeting Iran 
and Hezbollah for alleged military 
support to the Assad government 
and unsubstantiated terrorist ac¬ 
tions. These claims and increased 
sanctions are designed to justify 
increased U.S. intervention. Israel says 
Iran is on the verge of developing nuclear 
weapons. Israel, whose belligerence was re¬ 
cently rewarded by the U.S. gift of a $680M 
missile shield (added to the $3.1 billion for 
military aid this year), has again gone to the 
airwaves threatening pre-emptive military 
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action against Iran in the near future. 

All of this sounds eerily familiar as lead-ups 
to new wars, when the old ones have not 
ended. This is how the public was whipped 
up and the basis was laid before attacking 
Iraq and Libya. Going after Afghanistan, 
Iraq, Pakistan, Yemen, and Libya, causing 
massive loss of life and destruction, could 
be small potatoes compared to the confla¬ 
gration we might see following military 
intervention in Syria, Iran and Lebanon. 
This would also prevent achievement of the 
promise we witnessed with the Arab Spring 
uprisings. All of this stemming from a 
rapacious drive for imperialist domination 
of resources and power. 

At the same time, we see increased repres¬ 
sion and poverty at home. Islamophobia 
and scapegoating of Muslims leads to man¬ 
ufactured frame-ups and violence against 
the Muslim community, and by extension 
brutal attacks on Sikhs as well. Immigrants 
are targeted. Increased militarization of our 
society leads to an expansion of surveillance 
and stop-and-frisk operations, military 
weapons in the hands of police, and an 


explosion of the prison industry with mass 
incarceration of Black and Latino youth. 
Civil liberties and the right to dissent are 
under siege with indefinite detention and 
extra-judicial assassinations now the law 
of the land. 

To pay for wars and to maximize the profits 


of the haves, they take more and more 
from the have-nots. We see cuts to the 
social safety nets, attacks on labor, priva¬ 
tization of government programs, huge 
unemployment, neglect of infrastructure, 
rapid climate change and poisoning of the 
environment. 

When we need a strong and unified move¬ 
ment to mobilize against these horrors, 
much of the left is confused by the misin¬ 
formation and distracted by the elections. 
We can’t be falsely assured that elections 
will save us when the wars and repressions 
have been bi-partisan. We are not power¬ 
less. We must do everything we can to 
counter these threats. 

What should we do? 

Counter the media propaganda and 
educate people about the realities on the 
ground with teach-ins, forums, protests, 
letters to the editor, op-eds, phone calls to 
Congress, petitions, resolutions and refer- 
endums. Be creative. 

Reach out to new constituencies 
and form alliances based on our connected 
interests - students, Occupy activists, work¬ 
ers, immigrant groups, Muslims, commu¬ 
nity groups, civil liberties organizations, 
antiwar committees, international solidar¬ 
ity groups, communities of color. 

If there is direct military intervention 
or a “No Fly Zone”, we must pour into the 
streets with day-after mobilizations. 

Stand in solidarity 
with victims of police, state, 
and racial violence and re¬ 
pression and build links to 
people under attack - Sikhs, 
Muslims, undocumented 
workers, death row prison¬ 
ers, African-American and 
Latino youth, social justice 
activists are all targets in an 
atmosphere of escalating rac¬ 
ism and repression. 

Build regional and 
local actions all over the 
country focused on the dual 
wars abroad and at home-on 
Sunday, October 7, the an¬ 
niversary of the attack on Afghanistan and 
the initiation of the global War of Terror 
on the 99% in the interests of the 1%. 

LET’S STAND TOGETHER IN UNI¬ 
TY AND SOLIDARITY. TOGETHER 
WE ARE POWERFUL! 
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O n August 7, 2012, Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against War & Occupation 
(MAWO) in Vancouver ; Canada 
held a public forum titled “Syria: Is There a 
Revolution or Counter-Revolution? Facts 
& Fiction?!” This forum was part of ongo¬ 
ing antiwar forums organized by MAWO 
every second week on issues of imperialist 
war and occupation. The following is an ex¬ 
cerptfrom the talk given at the fo¬ 
rum, by MAWO co-chair Janine 
Solanki. For the purposes of this 
article, the talk has been reduced 
to 2,000 words from the original 
4,000 words. 

Civil War in Syria 

Right now Syria is under a 
rapidly escalating struggle, not 
between rebels and the Syrian 
government as is touted in the 
media every day, but between 
imperialist backed forces and 
an independent government 
and country that is resisting to 
be overthrown by the hand of 
imperialism. Right now Syria is 
in a full on state of war, but not 
just in a regular civil war between 
two opposing sides.This is a civil war where 
the opposition force is going against the 
government that, whether you like it or not, 
is popular and has broad support. And this 
so-called opposition is receiving weapons 
from foreign powers, receiving funding 
from foreign powers, and is even receiving 
on the ground support in the form of mer¬ 
cenaries from other countries who are com¬ 
ing to fight this so-called civil war in Syria. 
And we have seen this building and build¬ 
ing over the last year and a half, also with 
increasing sanctions, from countries like 
the United States and Canada, condemna¬ 
tions from US officials and politicians and 


other imperialist governments around the 
world. And now coming to the very near 
threat, the very possible threat of a foreign 
intervention, and if not that, even if not a 
direct foreign military intervention, the 
kind of fighting that were seeing now, with 
the inside force being completely funded 
and armed by outside forces. 

Syria, Independent or Colonial, That is 


the Question! 

So why is this conflict receiving so much 
attention and support from Canada, the 
US and other imperialist countries around 
the world? Everything we see on the news 
today about Syria, and what the US gov¬ 
ernment is planning and acting on, is a 
result of imperialist ambition to overthrow 
not only the government of Syria because 
if s the government of Syria, but because 
if s a government that’s independent. In¬ 
dependent in a very important region of 
the world right now, in the Middle East. 
For the United States to have the Middle 


East completely within its grip, as they 
have been trying to for the last many years, 
especially in the last 10 years, there can 
be no country that does not answer to US 
colonial policies, and does not have a pup¬ 
pet regime like we saw for so many years 
in Tunisia, in Egypt, as we see in Saudi 
Arabia and Bahrain and so many other 
countries. As long as examples of countries 
not under the yoke of foreign 
imperialist domination exist in 
the Middle East, so they pres¬ 
ent the influence and resistance 
against US domination. So for 
so many years we’ve had three 
main countries that have stood 
up against these attacks and this 
domination from US imperi¬ 
alism - Iran, Syria and Libya. 
And amid every country in the 
Middle East or Africa either 
under occupation or with pup¬ 
pet regimes and military bases, 
these three countries presented 
resistance and independence. 
But also under constant pressure, 
under constant conflict with US 
covert operations, media cam¬ 
paigns, sanctions... throughout 
all of this for many years, they remained 
independent. 

So I think when we talk about Syria we 
have behind us an example that is very 
similar. We saw Libya go through the same 
process of a so-called mass movement 
spring up, which was a group of people who 
were right away armed, and right away the 
mass media and imperialist governments 
pushing for the overthrow of that inde¬ 
pendent government, and what we saw was 
the outcome of Libya, we saw over 30,000

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bombs dropped on that country and the 
killing of at least 25,000 innocent people. 
Well, this is what we are supposed to learn 
from imperialist countries when they are 
attempting to save the lives of people, as 
this is exactly what they claimed at the 
beginning for why they should impose a 
no-fly zone over Libya. 

Syrian Opposition and Rebels: Where 
Do They All Come From? 

But this is all kind of looking at the last 
year and a half, in the Middle East espe¬ 
cially. But when we look at the global scale, 
imperialist forces launched the new era of 
war and occupation more than a decade 
ago. With the excuse of 9/11 (Septem¬ 
ber 11,2001), they invaded and occupied 
Afghanistan which for now over a decade 
has been occupied. They ramped up a new 
war drive to combat the world’s economic 
crisis that has been affecting imperialist 
countries and has been something that 
imperialist governments have taken the 
band-aid solution fix to, of invading and 
attacking colonial and semi-colonial, de¬ 
veloping, poor and independent countries, 
to exploit their cheap labour, to plunder 
their resources and to gain a upper hand 


and gain more influence in those regions, 
as the United States is trying to now in the 
Middle East, Africa and Latin America. 
But of course all of this when we’re talking 
about Syria is not what anyone is hearing 
in the mainstream news. What they are 
hearing is that Syrian government forces 
are blood-thirsty, committing massacres 
against their own people, but what’s really 
going on in Syria? Who are the so-called 
Syrian opposition rebels and their 
so called Free Syrian Army? These 
are not people that just came out 
of nowhere. For many years the 
United States has been holding 
meetings with opposition groups 
and their people in Syria, pro¬ 
viding funding and support and 
training to them, and you have 
to just ask yourself, what kind of 
legitimate opposition gets their 
support from the biggest imperial¬ 
ist power in the world, and at what 
price? First of all, looking at how 
all of this started, this armed op¬ 
position to the Syrian government 
began in March of 2011, in Da- 
raa, a small town on the Jordanian 
border. And this is from RT, on 
March 13.They said “mass protest 
movements usually start in large 
population centers. Later, Saudi 
Arabia admitted sending weap¬ 
ons to the opposition via Jordan.” 
So right from the beginning you 
see the foreign influence in this 


so-called mass movement. On June 21 of 
this year, the New York Times “reported 
that a number of CIA officers in southern 
Turkey are “helping” allies decide which 
Syrian opposition fighters across the border 
will receive arms, with the funding of US 
allies Turkey, Saudi Arabia and Qatar. These 
weapons are reported to include automatic 
rifles, rocket-propelled grenades, ammuni¬ 
tion and some antitank weapons.” Besides 
even this military support, US allies are 
even putting Free Syrian Army fighters 
on a payroll. Saudi Arabia recently shared 
with the Guardian newspaper that they 
planned to pay future military deserters 
in dollars and euros. And this report came 
from a little while ago, now there is more 
reports that yes, they are on that payroll, 
yes they are receiving funding. 

Mainstream Media: Information as a 
Tool to Misinform 

So we are seeing all of this being flipped 
on its head when we hear about it in the 
mainstream news and media and this is 
the kind of thing that people like the guy I 
work with read and take without any criti¬ 
cal thinking as true. But we can always ask 
the question, if the US cares so much about 
the people in Syria, if they are so intent on 
having news on Syria every day pushing 
condemnations of the Syrian government 
and pressure on the Syrian government, 
and they claim to care so much about the 
Syrian people, then why do they not say 
anything about the people of Saudi Arabia 
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or Bahrain, who are rising up as a legitimate 
mass movement, and are being repressed 
by those US backed governments. 

Right now they are able to use kind of third 
parties, they are able to use their allies like 
Saudi Arabia and Qatar, to fund and send 
weapons to the Syrian rebels. They are able 
to go through these rebels and mercenar¬ 
ies from other countries in Syria to fight 
against the government and potentially 
overthrow the government of Syria. And 
also there is the option of provoking the 
government of Syria. Such as what we saw 
a little over a month ago when a Turkish 
fighter jet flew into Syrian airspace and 
was shot down. And right away you had 
Western, US, Canada and all of the other 
imperialist allies crying foul on the Syrian 
government, saying they had shot down 
this plane in international waters, when 
every shred of evidence showed that this 
fighter jet had not just even come into 
Syrian air space a little bit, but came 13 
miles into Syrian airspace. And all of this 
evidence, more and more as the days went 
on, became clear. And this is the kind of 
provocation that the imperialist forces, the 
United States, can use to their advantage. 
If Turkey and Syria at that point had en¬ 
tered into a war, this would have brought 
on NATO forces into the war, and would 
have brought the kind of provocation that 
would bring on the kind of intervention, 
maybe, that we saw in Libya. 

Peace Plan for Syria?!!! 

Also one point that I want to bring up 
because it’s so recent and so prevalent in 
the news right now, is the recent resigna¬ 
tion of Kofi Annan as the United Nations 
special envoy to Syria. And after months 
and months of putting forward this 
so-called “peace plan for Syria”, when 
Kofi Annan resigned he called it a 
“mission impossible.” Yes a mission 
impossible because it is not really a 
mission for peace. This peace pro¬ 
cess was never for peace. This peace 
process was to buy time, to further 
scapegoat the government of Syria, 
and also to slander the government 
of Syria, when the so-called ceasefire 
was put into place, which was agreed on 
by the government of Syria, and never by 
the Free Syrian Army - from that situation, 
you saw headlines saying that Syria wasn’t 


even the covert operations and indirect 
interventions in Syria and the potential of 
a military intervention in Syria. There has 
been, as there has been confusion with my 
co-worker as I started with, this is also a 
confusion we have seen with so many po¬ 
litical groups, in Canada, the United States 
and beyond, and in the general public. I 
think we’ve seen a very very effective media 
campaign, we’ve seen that a lot of people 
in the general public and in other political 
groups would like to look at the Syrian reb¬ 
els and call them legitimate revolutionaries, 
and call them a legitimate fighting force 
against a regime. But as we went through 
earlier, this is not a legitimate fighting force 
against this government, this is not the kind 
of mass movement that we saw in Tunisia 
and Egypt, this is not any movement to be 
confused with any kind of revolutionar¬ 
ies. This is a fight of imperialism against 
an independent government, a sovereign 
country, a country that has not accepted 
to be slave of the United States. This 
is what we need to present when we 
go out to the streets, when we have 
our petition campaigns, when we 
talk to our friends, when we talk 
to anyone that we can, we need to 
be bringing this message of what 
is really happening, what the truth 
really is, and what the danger re¬ 
ally is. We don’t want to see this 
new era of war and occupation hit 
yet another country and destroy yet 
another country. We want to see a 
world without war and occupation 
and this can only be achieved through 
self-determination and sovereignty for all 
oppressed nations. 


respecting the ceasefire. And further using 
this to slander the government of Syria. 
This buying time bought imperialist forces 
time to reorganize and train mercenar¬ 
ies, to get them into Syria, to pressure the 
Syrian government, through pushing their 
imperialist backed rebel forces into those 
areas and into fighting and also through 
their condemnations of the Syrian gov¬ 
ernment, trying to pressure them to bring 
their troops out of major Syria cities. Like 
Damascus and Aleppo. 

Unity and Building a Strong Anti War 
Movement 


But one last point that I want to go back to, 
kind of going in a bit of circle from where 
I started, is that we really have not seen the 
type of antiwar movement that we want 
to see, against a potential

ment’s repeated proposals, made again 
as recently as February, 2012, to agree 


upon a bilateral program to confront 
terrorism.The U.S. government has not 
responded. 

The United States does not have any 
moral authority whatsoever to judge 
us. It is widely known that the U.S. 
government has used state terror¬ 
ism as a weapon in its policy toward 
Cuba, causing 3,478 deaths and 2,099 
permanent injuries and has harbored, 
over time, dozens of terrorists, some 
of whom live freely within the country, 
while Cuba’s five anti-terrorist fight¬ 
ers remain unjustly imprisoned or de¬ 
tained. The U.S. is also the principal 
center of money laundering on the 
planet and the lack of regulation of its 
financial system detonated the current 
global economic crisis. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs force¬ 
fully rejects the manipulation of an is¬ 
sue as sensitive as terrorism for such 
narrow political ends against Cuba and 
demands that the U.S. government stop 
lying and put an end to this shameful 
practice which offends the Cuban peo¬ 
ple and discredits international efforts 
in the struggle against terrorism.

B radley Manning is accused of leak¬ 
ing over 260,000 classified United 
States diplomatic cables, as well as 
videos and documents which have become 
known as the Afghan War Diary and the 
Iraq War Logs. Published on the whistle¬ 
blower site Wikileaks, they further exposed 
U.S. war crimes around the world including 
mass killings, torture, corruption, and the 
government’s web of lies. Bradley Manning 
made a courageous decision to let the world 
know the truth behind the atrocities being 
hidden by the United States government. 

Over the past two years of imprisonment, 
the U.S. military “justice” system has used 
torture and unjust, criminal treatment to 
punish Bradley Manning and to say to 
other soldiers “if you speak out, this will 
happen to you.”But this has only made the 
call for justice and the demand for civil and 
human rights stronger and louder by Brad¬ 
ley Manning’s supporters around the world. 
Bradley was held in solitary confinement 
for the first 10 months of his incarceration. 
During this time he was denied meaningful 
exercise, social interaction, sunlight, and has 
occasionally been kept completely naked. 
These conditions were unique to Bradley 
and are illegal even under U.S. military 
law as they amount to extreme pre-trial 
punishment. In the upcoming August 27 
-31 pre-trial hearings, the conditions that 
Bradley has faced in his two years of deten¬ 
tion will be taken into account. 

While the legal proceedings take place, the 
strongest defense for Bradley Manning is 
that of the people all around the world 
taking to the streets with their picket signs, 
banners and voices demanding “Free Brad¬ 
ley Manning!” Here in Vancouver, Canada, 
the Free Bradley Manning Campaign is 
working in coordination with international 
efforts and organizes petition drives, fo¬ 
rums and pickets at the U.S. Consulate to 
demand freedom for Bradley Manning. 
With a strong and consistent international 
campaign, we can keep Bradley Manning’s 
case in the public eye and under public pres¬ 
sure, and see this soldier for humanity free!

Tith this title an essay pub¬ 
lished by Counterpunch 
characterizes as striking 
the new transparency of the offi¬ 
cial public acknowledgement of a 
half-century- old, broad-based US 
targeted assassination program 
that coincides with the unprec¬ 
edented visibility of drone warfare 
in several areas of the planet. 

The idea of the existence of a “kill list” 
at the highest level of US executive 
power has set off a firestorm of media 
coverage that indicates a significant 
concern even among sectors of the 
“invisible power”. 

A Washington Post editorial noted 
that “No government has ever relied 
so extensively on the secret killing of 
individuals to advance the nations 
security goals.’’The New York Times 
described Obama’s role as “without 
precedent in presidential history, of person¬ 
ally overseeing the shadow war ...” 

Former president James Carter insisted, in 
a recent op-ed column in the New York 
Times, “We don’t know how many hun¬ 
dreds of innocent civilians have been killed 
in these [drone] attacks, each one approved 
by the highest authorities in Washington. 
This would have been unthinkable in pre¬ 
vious times.” 

In fact, these long-distance homicides 
and selective assassinations with presi¬ 
dential approval have been going on co¬ 
vertly for at least half a century. The only 
novelty is the open nature of the latest, 
more publicized revelations about hit 
lists and assassinations with the use of 
drones. “Those who are mortified by the 
latest revelations of Obama’s hit lists have 
much to learn from a more comprehensive, 
historical perspective on US killing around 
the globe,” says Noble. 

The author divides the analysis of the 50 
years of massacres and targeted killings by 
the USA into three sections: 

Section 1 describes the lethal history of 
the US Phoenix Program in Vietnam, the 
original source of subsequent US counter¬ 
terrorist tactics and strategies. 
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Section 2 revisits briefly the well-known 
history of US kill lists and assassinations 
in Latin American countries, followed 
by the somewhat less-well-known his¬ 
tory of US kill lists and assassinations in 
countries on other continents. 

Section 3 traces the resurrection of Phoenix 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, and in a grow¬ 
ing number of “countries we are not at 
war with.” 

The US Phoenix program was a highly 
secret operation applied in 1967 by the 
CIA in Vietnam aimed at “neutralizing” 
the “Vietcong” infrastructure. This meant 
assassinating South Vietnamese civilians 
suspected of supporting North Vietnamese 
or “Vietcong” fighters. 

William Colby, CIA Director at the time, 
insisted in the 1971 Congressional Hear¬ 
ings that “the Phoenix program is not a 
program of assassination,” but he later 
conceded that Phoenix operations killed 
over 20,000 people between 1967 and 1972. 
The My Lai massacre, hardly an isolated 
incident, was itself a Phoenix operation. 

With abundant data and arguments, Doug 
Noble describes the repercussions of this 
program in Latin America. 

The US intelligence community adapted

^^Phoenix to South America by 
commissioning the ultra secret 
Project X. 

Phoenix methods and tech¬ 
niques were used in Operation 
Condor which was responsible for 
the assassination of several hundred 
thousand Latin American patriots. 
Criminal organizations in almost all 
the countries in the region served 
jj*- Phoenix for collection, exchange 
jjj^and storage of intelligence and 
collaborated in the repression of 
the struggle and ideals that stood 
against the hegemonic role of the 
USA in the continent. 

During the Carter administration 
the USA suspended the application 
of Project X for alleged human rights 
violations, but the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration resumed it soon enough. 

“The US drone killing program has 
come out of the closet. Those of 
us protesting US drones for years 
have correctly focused on the use 
of drones as illegal, immoral and 
strategically counterproductive. We 
have abhorred the schizophrenic 
ease of remote killing, the uniquely 
frightening horror of a drone strike, and 
the unavoidable (even intentional) killing 
of countless civilian “terrorist suspects” in 
“signature strikes.” We have also warned 
of the proliferation of drones in coun¬ 
tries around the globe and of their pro¬ 
curement by US police forces and border 
patrols, for surveillance and “non-lethal” 
targeting”, states Doug Noble, an activist 
against war who resides in Rochester. 

The Phoenix Program has become global 
thus contributing to proclaim the United 
States of America as a real assassination 
nation.

terpunch califica de sorpren-

personas entre 1967 y 1972. La matanza de

Fenix.

W e are once again on the verge of 
another disastrous war in the 
Middle East. The United States 
and its allies in Europe and the Middle East, 
especially Saudi Arabia and Qatar, are con¬ 
sciously pushing Syria toward a destructive 
civil war. The objective is to bring down the 
Assad regime, an ally of the Iranian govern¬ 
ment, as a stepping-stone toward further iso¬ 
lation of Iran and preparation of the ground 
for a military attack on that country. 

At the same time, the United States, Euro¬ 
pean Union and Israel are using Iran’s civil¬ 
ian nuclear program as an excuse to impose 
devastating economic sanctions against the 
people of Iran. According to various sources, 
the sanctions have already wreaked havoc on 
the Iranian economy, leading to inflation rates 
of 50 to 100 percent, youth unemployment 
rate of over 22 percent, drastic reduction of 
Iran’s domestic production to 40 percent 
of its capacity, massive closure of economic 
enterprises and widespread layoffs, and 40 
percent drop in the Iranian oil exports during 
2012, resulting in a loss of $32 billion in oil 



income since last year alone. It is expected 
that the new round of expanded sanctions, 
which started on July 1st of this year, will 
further reduce the Iranian oil exports to a 
mere 1.5 million barrels a day, thus pushing 
Iran into a fatal economic crisis. 


This is nothing but a clear declara¬ 
tion of economic war on Iran. These 
devastating sanctions are not an 
“alternative” to war; they are part 
and parcel of a war aimed at forc¬ 
ing a regime change in Iran as an 
integral part of the US plan for a 
“Greater Middle East.” Let us not 
forget the case of Iraq. There, too, 
a decade of devastating sanctions 
was used as a “softening period” 
that would weaken Iraq’s economic 
infrastructure; make the population 
desperate enough to welcome any 
foreign intervention; and reduce Iraq’s mili¬ 
tary capability to resist an invasion — i.e., 
making Iraq an easy military target. Now the 
same scenario is being repeated with Iran. 

All this is being done in the name of remov¬ 
ing the threat of nuclear weapons prolifera¬ 
tion in the Middle East. But this is just a 
cover. Iran is already surrounded by the US 
and Israeli nuclear weapons. The very forces 
that are threatening Iran over its civil nuclear 
program are themselves responsible for nucle¬ 
ar weapons proliferation in the Middle East. 
A US/Israeli military attack on Iran will have 
disastrous, unpredictable consequences for 
the peoples of the Middle East region and 
the world, and will be a serious threat to 
peace and security of all nations. 

The real solution lies not in selective 
targeting of Iran with sanctions and 
threats of war, but in complete removal 
of all nuclear weapons from the Middle 
East region.The Middle East, like Latin 
America and Africa, must be declared 
as a Nuclear Weapons Free Zone. The 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty 
(NPT) calls for both the liquidation 
of nuclear weapons by states and the 
discouragement of non-nuclear states 
from obtaining or developing nuclear 
weapons; and the UN General Assembly 
has repeatedly called for the establishment 
of a Nuclear-Free Zone in the Middle East. 
As an urgent response to the nuclear crisis in 
the Middle East, the 2010 NPT Conference 
has called for the convening of a Conference 
in December 2012, in Helsinki, Finland, for 
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the establishment of a WMD-Free Zone 
in the Middle East. This initiative must be 
supported and its success must be guaranteed. 

Recognizing the critical nature of the present 
situation in the Middle East and the threat 
of an imminent war, Veterans For Peace, 

Calls for immediate lifting of all economic 
sanctions against Iran; 

Demands immediate cessation of US and 
Israeli military threats against Iran; 

Declares its solidarity with the Iranian people 
in their just struggle for freedom, justice 
and peace; 

Demands immediate cessation of all for¬ 
eign intervention in the internal affairs of 
Syria, including an immediate end to the 
illegal arming of surrogate forces fighting 
the government; establishment of an im¬ 
mediate ceasefire on all sides; and allowing 
the peaceful people of Syria to decide their 
destiny democratically and independently; 

Calls for recognition of the Middle East as 
a Nuclear Weapons Free Zone by all parties 
involved, including the US, Israel and Iran, 
and the removal of all nuclear weapons from 
the Middle East region; 

Urges all VFP Chapters and the broader 
peace movement to press the US govern¬ 
ment to support the Helsinki Conference 
and the establishment of a Nuclear Weapons 
Free Zone in the Middle East as a concrete 
and logical solution to the present crisis in 
the region.

Families of assassinated Iranian 
scientists' sue Israel, US, UK

foreign-backed terrorists have filed a lawsuit against Israel, 
the United States and the United Kingdom, for their involve¬ 
ment in the murders. 

Rahim Ahmadi Roshan, father of Iranian scientist Mostafa 
Ahmadi Roshan, who was killed in a terrorist attack in Janu¬ 
ary, told a press conference in Tehran on Wednesday, that the 
families have asked Iran’s Judiciary to pursue their complaints 
and bring those responsible for the assassinations to justice. 

In November 2011, some US presidential candidates said 
operations should be carried out against Iran, such as assas¬ 
sinations of Iranian nuclear scientists, sabotage of Tehran’s 
nuclear program, and even a military strike on the country. 

Iranian scientists Ahmadi Roshan, Daryoush Rezaeinejad, 
Professor Majid Shahriari, and Professor Masoud Ali-Moham- 
madi were all assassinated by Israeli agents, according to Iran. 

Ahmadi Roshan and his driver (Reza Qashqaei) were assas¬ 
sinated on January 11 after a motorcyclist attached a magnetic 
bomb to their car in Tehran. 

On July 23, 2011, gunmen killed Rezaeinejad outside his 
house in Tehran. Rezaeinejad and his wife were on their way 
to their child’s kindergarten when they were approached by 
two men on a motorbike. The gunmen called him by name 
and shot Rezaeinejad, 35, in the neck when he turned around. 

On November 29, 2010, terrorists attached bombs to the 
vehicles of Iranian university professors Majid Shahriari and 
Fereydoun Abbasi and detonated them. Professor Shahriari 
was killed immediately, but Dr. Abbasi and his wife only 
sustained minor injuries. 

Professor Ali-Mohammadi, a lecturer at Tehran University, 
was killed by a booby-trapped motorbike in the Iranian capital 
in January 2010. The bombing took place near the professor’s 
home in the Qeytariyeh neighborhood of northern Tehran. 

The United States, Israel, and some of their allies accuse 
Tehran of pursuing military objectives in its nuclear program 
and have used the false charge as a pretext to push for the 
imposition of sanctions on the country and to call for an at^ 
tack on the country. 

Iran argues that as a signatory to the nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty and a member of the International Atomic Energy 
Agency, it has the right to develop and acquire nuclear tech¬ 
nology meant for peaceful purposes.

'End of capitalism 1 : Bolivia to 
expel Coca-Cola in wake of 2012 
Mayan 'apocalypse 1

In a symbolic rejection of US capitalism, Bolivia announced 
it will expel the Coca-Cola Company from the country at the 
end of the Mayan calendar. This will mark the end of capital¬ 
ism and usher in a new era of equality, the Bolivian govt says. 

“December 21 of 2012 will be the end of egoism and divi¬ 
sion. December 21 should be the end of Coca-Cola,” Bolivian 
foreign minister David Choquehuanca decreed, with bombast 
worthy of a viral marketing campaign. 

The coming end’ of the Mayan lunar calendar on December 
21 of this year has sparked widespread doomsaying of an 
impending apocalypse. But Choquehuanca argued differently, 
claiming it will be the end of days for capitalism, not the planet. 

“The planets will align for the first time in 26,000 years and 
this is the end of capitalism and the beginning of commu- 
nitarianism,” said Choquehuanca as quoted by Venezuelan 
newspaper El Periodiquito. 

The minister encouraged the people of Bolivia to drink Mo- 
cochinche, a peach-flavored soft drink, as an alternative to 
Coca-Cola. Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez followed suit, 
encouraging his country to ditch the American beverage for 
fruit juice produced in Venezuela. 

McFailure 

Last year, Bolivia became the second Latin American country 
not to have a single McDonald’s. The fast food giant finally 
gave up on Bolivia after being unable to turn a profit in the 
country for over a decade. 

Following this failure, the monolithic multinational released 
a documentary titled 'Why McDonald’s failed in Bolivia.’ 
Referencing surveys, sociologists, nutritionists and historians, 
the company came to the conclusion it was not their food that 
was the issue, but a culturally driven boycott. 

Bolivian President Evo Morales has a reputation for contro¬ 
versial policies similar to the Coca-Cola ban. Morales pledged 
last month to legalize the consumption of coca leaves, one of 
the main ingredients of cocaine. 

“Neither the US nor capitalist countries have a good reason 
to maintain the ban on coca leaf consumption,” said Morales. 

The coca leaf was declared an illegal narcotic by the UN in 1961, 
along with cocaine, opium and morphine. The consumption 
of coca leaves is a centuries-old tradition in Bolivia, strongly 
rooted in the beliefs of various indigenous groups.

7 n the last issue of Fire This Time we had 
a special section about the journey of the 
2012 Pastors for Peace Caravan to Cuba 
in British Columbia up to the BC, Canada/ 
Washington, US border. However, after enter¬ 
ing Washington the 2012 Caravan still had a 
long ways to get to its destination of Cuba in 
order to challenge the United States blockade. 

What is the IFCO/Pastors for Peace 
Caravan to Cuba? 

Since 1992 the Pastors for Peace Friend- 
shipment Caravan to Cuba has been chal¬ 
lenging the United States government’s 
economic and travel blockade on Cuba 
which has been imposed on the Cuban 
people for over 50 years. This summer was 
the 23rd Caravan which traveled through 
Canada, the US and Mexico raising aware¬ 
ness about the US blockade and gathering 
humanitarian aid to take to Cuba. This 
year’s Caravan marked the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of the Pastors for Peace Caravans to 
Cuba. Over the past 20 years thousands 
of participants and over 30,000 tons of 
humanitarian aid have been brought to 
Cuba, building a people-to-people’ foreign 
policy based on mutual respect, solidarity 
and friendship between the people of the 
US, Canada, Mexico and Cuba. From Van¬ 
couver, Canada, Vancouver Communities 
in Solidarity with Cuba (VCSC) has been 
actively supporting and organizing with 
the Caravan since 2005. I have had the 
privilege of sending-off 7 Caravans from 
BC, but this was the first year where rather 
than sending off the bus, I actually had the 
chance to get on and go! 

The BC/Washington Border Crossing 

In the week leading up to the border cross¬ 
ing the Caravan, organizers with VCSC, 


and our BC route speaker, Bill Hackwell - 
from the International Committee to Free 
the Cuban 5 - had travelled throughout BC 
to speak out against the United States’un¬ 
just and illegal blockade against Cuba and 
to collect humanitarian aid. On July 1,2012 
supporters of the Caravan from across BC 
and Washington gathered at the BC/Wash¬ 
ington border to send off 7 caravanistas and 
a truck full of aid. After a picnic in the park 
we began our march on the border, with 
signs, banners, Cuban flags and the truck. 
The truck and aid were denied entry into 
the US at the Peace Arch Boarder Crossing, 
and protestors were sent to the Commercial 
Truck Crossing. There we continued our 
chanting and noise making to demand the 
aid be let through. Negotiations with the 
US border guards took place late into the 
night, with the US border guards finally of¬ 
fering to accept the humanitarian aid minus 
all sports equipment, which they arbitrarily 
decided was no longer humanitarian aid. 
Caravan supporters refused to be bullied, 
knowing that sports equipment has been let 
through that crossing for close to 20 years. 
So, we occupied the border and many stayed 
overnight singing and playing music. We 
even sent press releases from the parking 
lot at the border crossing inviting the media 
and public to join us the next day, July 2, 
for a press conference and what would be 
our third attempt at crossing the border. 
Dozens of news outlets in Canada, the US, 
Cuba, Venezuela and even Spain covered 
the standoff at the border. After a very 


successful press conference, the third at¬ 
tempt to get that humanitarian aid through 
the border was made. Within an hour the 
US border guards finally agreed that all of 
the aid would be allowed through and on its 
way to Cuba, including the “controversial” 
sports equipment. 

This was an important victory and great way 
to kick off the 20th anniversary Caravan; 
however it was only the beginning of our 
Caravan to Cuba. It was still another 3 
weeks before our feet touched Cuba soil. 

Travelling thru the United States 

After getting the aid safely across the bor¬ 
der, we headed to our first Caravan event 
in Seattle, Washington. From there, those 
who had crossed the border along with 
other Caravanistas who joined from the 
US, travelled down the west coast in two 
separate buses as routes “A” and “B” of the 
Caravan. This year there were 9 Caravan 
routes that participated in over 100 events 
in 47 states and 6 Canadian provinces. 

I was honoured to be the official route 
speaker for route “A.” We were hosted 
in Seattle, Bremerton, Olympia, Eugene, 
Chico, Palo Alto, Oakland, Berkeley, Santa 
Cruz, Big Sur, San Pedro, Los Angeles, 
Tucson, El Paso and Austin. The diversity 
along the route, from the environment we 
drove past to the people we met each night 
was amazing. Each night we had a different

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After Austin all 9 Caravan routes were 
on the move towards orientation in McAl¬ 
len, Texas. When Route “A” arrived at the 
church, there were already 6 brightly paint¬ 
ed vehicles packed with humanitarian aid 
that had arrived. Orientation in McAllen 
was a chance to meet the over 50 people 
who had gathered together to support the 
Caravan, to manifest and pack the aid, cook 
meals, and discuss plans for the border 
crossing from the US into Mexico, where 
we would be breaking US law and openly 
declaring that we were going to Cuba and 
taking humanitarian aid with us. People 
of all ages and abilities leant a hand in the 
heavy work under the hot Texan sun and 
at night spent time resting and getting to 
know one another. 

On July 19, it was time for caravanistas 
to head to the border. We went in two 
fronts, a driving contingent and a walking 
contingent. The main group crossed at the 
Hidalgo bridge with enthusiastic chants 
calling for the end to the US blockade and 
travel ban of Cuba, as well as demanding 
the release of the Cuban Five held in US 
prisons. The vehicles entered at the Pharr 
Bridge, where the US authorities detained 
six computers. However, the rest of the 
aid, including seven vehicles along with 
medicine, medical equipment, incubators, 
an x-ray machine, school supplies, sports 
equipment and other important items. 

Travelling thru Mexico 

When we crossed the border into Reynosa,

event - outdoors, in a church, in a com¬ 
munity centre, or in an activist centre. 
Each night we met new friends, some who 
have been supporting the Caravan for the 
last 20 years and many who were attending 
their first Caravan event. 


My favorite part about our travel through 
the US was meeting new people, especially 
Cubans or people who have lived in Cuba. 
First, we met Lois in Bremerton who trav¬ 
elled to Cuba as a missionary in 
1949. She lived in Cuba for ten 
years leading up to the revolution 
and stayed living there until the 90s. 

She told us how she had gone to 
Cuba to recruit people to Christ, 
but she had been recruited to the 
revolution and people of Cuba. Sec¬ 
ond, we met a younger woman in Big 
Sur, whose family had left Cuba when 
she was 11. She had bad memories 
of the Cuban revolution and said that 
she felt it was criminal that the US 
government had sent Elian Gonzalez 
back to Cuba in the 90s, this was the fa¬ 
mous case of a young boy whose mother 
kidnapped him from his father to go to the 
US by raft. The raft sunk and his mother 
was killed, Elian, however, was rescued and 
taken to live with an uncle he had not met 
before in Miami. Elians father and the 
Cuban people and government fought a 
long battle to have Elian returned home. 
It was a bit shocking to hear someone say 
that is how much they disliked Cuba that a 
son should have to spend a lifetime without 
his father. Unfortunately she did not stay 
for our Caravan event so we could discuss 
these issues further (I also did not know at 
the time that I would have a chance to meet 
Elian in Matanzas during the Caravan and 
see how happy he is to have grown up there 
with his father).Third, a few days later, at a 
rest stop, we met two more Cubans living in 
the United States, Yoel and Jose, they were 
taking pictures of our buses. We stopped 
to chat and one of the first things Yoel said 
was that he was planning a trip back to 
Cuba for July 26, an important historical 
date for the Cuban Revolution. He also 
proclaimed to us, “I am a Fidelista”. They 
were so enthusiastic about the Caravan that 
they offered to stop with us at the next gas 
station to buy us diesel. True to their word, 
they donated $150 of fuel to the Caravan. 
This was great gesture of solidarity and is 
definitely one of my favorite memories of 
the Caravan.

Mexico we were greeted by enthusiastic 
Mexican solidarity organizations. We also 
had 10 caravanistas joining us from Mexico. 
We left Reynosa as a line of brightly painted 
vehicles travelling down the highway. We 
stopped overnight in Victoria, where every¬ 
one got a chance to enjoy some delicious 
Mexican food and get a good night’s sleep. 
The next morning we were on the buses 
to Tampico, where we entered the port 
along with the port workers and spent the 
afternoon unloading the humanitarian aid 
from the buses and loading it in to shipping 
containers. It was a lot of work, but everyone 
pitched in according to their ability, and we 
got the job done. We checked in to our hotel 
for the night, dreaming of our departure to 
Cuba this next morning. 

Our arrival in Cuba 

We landed in Havana and got to walk off 
the plane directly onto the tarmac. We were 
greeted by a gauntlet of Cuban journal¬ 
ists and friends from the Cuban Institute 
of Friendship with the Peoples (ICAP). 
We went to the Martin Luther King Jr. 
Memorial Centre for a dynamic welcom¬ 
ing program. There was speeches, sing¬ 
ing, dancing and video. One of the videos 
that was especially moving was about the 
friendship between the late Reverend Lu¬ 
cius Walker Jr., the founder and director of 
IFCO/Pastors for Peace, and Fidel Castro, 
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the leader of the Cuban revolution. After 
the event everyone was invited outside for 
a performance by a live band and dancers 
on stilts and it was all wrapped up with 
some delicious Cuban cake. 

Our visits in Cuba 




included 
free time 
to ex¬ 
plore on 
our own 
and a day 
at the 
beach. By 
the end 
of the 9 
day tour, 
many of 

us were ready to stay in Cuba, but our im¬ 
portant reverse challenge against the US 
blockade and travel ban was still to come. 

Our Reverse Challenge 

We flew back to Tampico and did a day¬ 
long drive up to the US/Mexico border. The 
reverse challenge is an important part of 
the Caravan because Americans who have 
travelled on the trip have broken US laws 
by travelling to Cuba without a license. A 
press release from IFCO/Pastors for Peace 
published after we crossed the border ex¬ 
plains our experience, "Caravanistas were 
chanting “Cuba si! Bloqueo no!” and “We’ve 
been to Cuba and we want you to know 
it!” as they entered US Customs, openly 
declaring their refusal to seek or accept a 
license from the US government to travel 


or bring aid to Cuba. US border authorities 
demanded the caravanistas provide exten¬ 
sive information about their travel to Cuba, 
but in a united front, caravanistas refused 
to comply. “This kind of tactic of forcing 
people who travel to Cuba to “name names” 
is pure McCartheyism,” said Lisa Valenti, 
who has participated in all 23 Caravans. 
“The US government subjects no other 
country in the world to such draconian 
travel restrictions. Why? What is the threat 
of a small island neighbor 90 miles away 
that offers free health care to the world?” 
added IFCO Co-Director Gail Walker." 
As we made our way through the border 
we celebrated our important stand against 
the US blockade against Cuba and all of the 
events and media coverage that had brought 
this issue into the minds of people across 
Canada, the US and Mexico. Once we were 
all through, we began to say 
our goodbyes and many 
committed to be back on the 
2013 Caravan to keep chal¬ 
lenging the United States 
inhuman policy towards 
Cuba in their communities 
throughout the year. 


We spent 6 days in Havana and each cara¬ 
vanistas was given the choice to visit either 
Santa Clara or Matanzas for 3 days. The 
program in Cuba included visits to the 
Jose Marti Monument in the Plaza of the 
Revolution, to a Committee for the Defense 
of the Revolution (CDR), to the House of 
Africa, to the House of ALBA (the Bolivar¬ 
ian Alternative for Latin America), to the 
House of Friendship, and to the Jose Marti 
Anti-Imperialist Tribunal. We also attended 
a few educational workshops with family 
members of the Cuban 5, students from 
the Latin American School of Medicine, 
experts on Cuba's environmental planning 
and a director from the Ministry of Foreign 
Relations. We also visited a hospital, a clinic, 
and other institutions where they explained 
how the US blockade negatively impacts 
their work. We were amazed by some spec¬ 
tacular cultural performances by different 
Cuban childrens groups, the musical group 
“Cubanos en la Red” and a stunning out¬ 
door concert by a Cuban choir. Our trip also

The Cuban Revolution was alive and 
present in Vancouver on July 26 th 2012, 
as Vancouver Communities in Solidar¬ 
ity with Cuba celebrated Moncada Day 
through reflection, poetry, music and 
multimedia.

A lmost 14 years ago, the Cuban Five 
- Rene Gonzalez, Gerardo Hernan¬ 
dez, Antonio Guerrero, Ramon 
Labanino and Fernando Gonzalez - were 
falsely charged and wrongly convicted in a 
Miami courtroom of “conspiracy to commit 
espionage” against the U.S. on behalf of the 
Cuban government. Ever since the unjust 
conviction, the five Cubans have been held 
in separate U.S. prisons, often in solitary 
confinement. 

In fact, the politically-motiv¬ 
ated trial and convic¬ 
tion of the Cuban five 
had nothing to do with 
threats to U.S. security. 

The Cuban Five never con¬ 
spired to commit espion¬ 
age. They were on a mis- s i o n 
to monitor and report on violent groups in 
Miami that are well known by the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment to be responsible for terrorist acts 
against the Cuban people. 

For more than 50 years, hundreds of attacks 
have been launched against Cuba by these 
extreme right-wing groups, whose aim is 
the violent overthrow of the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment.

Cubans dead and 2,099 seriously injured.

On September 21-23 2012 , Toronto 
will host the Peoples' Tribunal & As¬ 
sembly for Justice for the Cuban Five. 

The official call-out for this event can be 
found in this issue of FTT volume 7 is¬ 
sue 5. Recently FTT was able to connect 
with Heide Trampus , the coordinator 
of this Peoples' Tribunal & Assembly , 
via email. This interview will hopefully 
inspire our great readers to attend this 
Peoples'Tribunal & Assembly which we 
believe will be a truly educational and 
significant accomplishment for the world-wide 
struggle tofree all 5 of our Cuban heroes , and 
return them from the United States back to 
theirfamilies in Cuba. 

FTT: You are taking the initiative to or¬ 
ganize Canada’s first Peoples’Tribunal Sc 
Assembly for the Cuban 5 in September. 
Can you explain a bit about the concept 
of a peoples’ tribunal? 

Heide Trampus: Returning from Holguin, 
Cuba where, along with over 400 people 



from 48 countries, I participated at the VII 
International Colloquium for “Justice and 
Freedom for the Cuban Five”, and under¬ 
standing that the direct appeals process for 
their release was exhausted, it was up to the 
international community to give a greater 
voice to the struggle. Since the time of their 
arrest and unjust imprisonment, solidar¬ 
ity groups, unions and individuals across 
Canada, including Quebec, have taken up 
the call for justice. Despite this, the me¬ 
dia is keeping silent and most Canadians 
are not aware of the case. 

During our first meeting, the idea of hold¬ 
ing a Tribunal instead of a conference was 
suggested by one of the Planning Com¬ 
mittee members and it quickly took shape. 
The concept, of being able to tell the story 
through testimonies - witness and victim 
statements about the arrests of the five men, 
the unjust trials in Miami, the horrendous 
long sentences handed down, the viola¬ 
tion of human rights by denying visiting 
visas to family members and the inhumane 
treatment of the Cuban Five, as well as 
historical accounts of terrorist attacks on 
Cuba and the suffering of Cuban and other 
people - appealed to all of us. Although 
the ruling will not be legally or judicially 
binding, the Jury comprised of prominent 
and well respected people will render a 


decision based on the witness/victim tes¬ 
timonials which have been discarded in 
the U.S. Court system. 

FTT: September 2012 will mark 14 years 
of imprisonment for the Cuban 5, as 
you know Rene Gonzalez is now out of 
prison, but the US will not allow him to 
return to Cuba as they want to keep him 
on parole for 3 years, given this what is the 
significance of this tribunal for the Cuban 
5 and what would you like to accomplish? 

Heide Trampus: Rene Gonzalez, although 
out of prison, is required to remain in the 
U.S. on probation in Miami, Florida. Other 
than a one-time visit to Cuba to see his 
dying brother, he is not free to return to his 
homeland and to his family. Instead, he is 
forced to live in a place where his life may 
be endangered by the same Miami Terrorist 
groups he tried to expose. Along with the 
still imprisoned four innocent Cuban men, 
he is included in our struggle to “Free the 
Cuban Five” until all are free and justice 
has been served. 

FTT: As far as I understand this tribunal 
is truly an international event. Could you 
elaborate more about some of the most 
important guests that will be attending 
this important event? 

Heide Trampus: One of our main aims is 
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to break the wall of media silence and with 
the participation of well-known interna¬ 
tional guest we hope to get the attention 
to do just that. To name just some of the 
participants: 

From the U.S, DANNY GLOVER: Well- 
known U.S. actor, has dedicated himself to 
be a voice for the “Five” and also visits Ge¬ 
rardo frequently in prison. He makes Life 
and Video appearances and on one video 
tells the beautiful story about Gerardo and 
a bird. SAUL LANDAU: Professor, au¬ 
thor, filmmaker, Emmy Award for his film 
produced with filmmaker Haskell Wexler, 
PaulJacobs and the Nuclear Gang (1980). His 
most recent documentary is Will the Real 
Terrorist Please Stand Up} JOSE PERTI- 
ERRA: Washington lawyer who represents 
the government of the Bolivarian Republic 
of Venezuela in the case of Luis Posada 
Carriles’ extradition. CINDY SHEEHAN: 
Mother of specialist Casey Sheehan who 
was killed in Iraq in 2004. Since that time 
she has become an internationally known 
peace and social justice activist. RICH¬ 
ARD KLUGH: Attorney from the legal 
team of the Cuban Five. 

From the U.K, TONY WOODLEY: Ex¬ 
ecutive Officer for Unite the Union, Britain 
and Ireland’s largest trade union with 1.5 
million members. Tony is the spokesperson 
representing all trade unions in Britain (7 
million members) campaigning for the 
Cuban Five and has visited Gerardo in 
prison three times. 

From Cuba, DR. RAYMUNDO NA¬ 
VARRO FERNANDEZ: Trade union 
leader, member of the National Secretariat 
of the Centrale de Trabaj adores de Cuba - 
CTC (the Workers’ Central Union of Cuba) 
and Deputy at the National Assembly of 
the Peoples’ Power (Cuban parliament). 
ADRIANA PEREZ: Wife of Gerardo 
Hernandez, one of the Cuban Five. She

SLOAN: Immigration and Criminal Law¬ 
yer from Montreal, Quebec. LIVIO DI 
CELMO: Brother of victim Fabio Di 
Celmo a resident of Montreal, who was 
killed when a bomb set by a U.S. sponsored 
terrorist exploded in the Copacabana Hotel 
in Havana. 

FTT: Now this is my final question for 
you, it’s a crucial one, what do you think 
we activists can do to help huild this event 
to he higger and broader? 

HeideTrampus: It is very important for 
all activists to consider participating in 
this event. Coming together from sea to 
sea in a large turnout will give the event 
the prominence and importance we seek 
in getting media and public attention. 
Spread the word, disseminate information 
about the Peoples’ Tribunal Assembly 
as much and as wide as possible with the 
webpage: www.freethe5peoplestribunal.org 
Send your ideas/suggestions regarding 
developing future action to the organiz¬ 
ing committee prior to the event.

or other resources. "(Emphasis added.) 

Given this, the fact that over 130 Indig¬ 
enous nations and groups whose territory 
the Northern Gateway pipeline would 
cross have signed the Save the Fraser 
Declaration which states, “We will not 
allow the proposed Enbridge Northern 
Gateway Pipelines, or similar Tar Sands 
projects, to cross our lands, territories 
and watersheds,” makes it pretty obvious 
that the Provincial and Federal govern¬ 
ments are premature in their imposition 
of conditions on a profits from a pipeline 
which is so broadly opposed by those 
whose right it is to decide. 



A chilling anniversary 
is quickly approach¬ 
ing. Another chilling 
reminder of the U.S. govern¬ 
ments’ disregard for human 
rights and justice. September 
12 th , 2012 will mark the 14 th 
year of the immoral and unjust 
imprisonment of the Cuban 5 
political prisoners. 

In 2001, Gerardo Hernandez, 

Ramon Labanino, Antonio 
Guerrero, Fernando Gonzalez 
and Rene Gonzalez, the Cu¬ 
ban 5, were wrongly accused 
and convicted in a U.S. Fed¬ 
eral Court of “conspiracy to 
commit espionage” and other 
fabricated charges. The five 
were actually unarmed men 
involved in monitoring Mi¬ 
ami-based terrorist organizations, which 
since 1959 have been responsible for the 
deaths of over 3,400 people in Cuba, in¬ 
cluding one resident of Canada, Fabio di 
Celmo, in 1997. 


But they didn’t and they won’t. Instead the 
Cuban 5, considered heroes by peace lov¬ 
ing people around the world, especially in 
Cuba, remain locked up in U.S. prisons as 
a world-wide movement demanding their 
freedom continues to grow. 


You would think, that Cuba’s response to 
such terrorist attacks would be consid¬ 
ered reasonable by a government who’s 
drowning in a “war on terror” itself no? The 
Cuban 5 simply investigated and reported 
on terrorist groups. A war on terror that 
I imagine could be considered quite cost 
effective. Not one person lost their life due 
to the investigative work of the Cuban 5. 
On the other hand, the U.S. government 
has plummeted their economy with billions 
spent on their “war on terror”. The U.S. is 
responsible for the loss of millions of lives 
in Iraq alone.The U.S. government should 
take notes and hire the Cuban 5! 


Vancouver Never Retreats 

On Thursday, August 9 th , 2012, peace- 
loving people gathered in front of the 
U.S. Consulate in Vancouver for the 81 st 
monthly protest to demand freedom for the 
Cuban 5. The typically business-as-usual 
zone in the downtown core filled with loud 
chants demanding “Hey! Obama! Free the 
Cuban 5!” 

Participants of the protest were able to 
hear from a number of speakers who ex¬ 
plained the history and updates in the case 
of the Cuban 5. Among the speakers were 
Sean O’Donoghue, an organizer with the 
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Indigenous Rights Comes First: My 
Land Is Not Your Land 

These governments and corporations 
continue to claim they are “balanc¬ 
ing” the economy and the environment 
when it’s clear they are destroying both! 
The fact that the rights of Indigenous 
nations have been so consistently and 
harshly trampled on in the history of 
Canada is no excuse to continue the 
pattern today. Indigenous nations have 
the right to self-determination, which 
includes the right to make decisions 
regarding their land and resources. 
History has shown they have been 
much more consistent and responsible 
defenders of a sustainable planet and 
future than any of the major players 
in the proposed pipelines. The only 
effective way to defeat the pipelines is 
through a broad and active movement 
which includes not only indigenous na¬ 
tions and environmental organizations, 
but also poor and working people, and 
labour unions, who can be informed of 
the real facts regarding these proposed 
pipelines. Then we can really build a 
broad and effective movement to de¬ 
feat them!

The committee in 
Montreal also every month organizes a 
protest for the Cuban 5. Tamara Hansen, 
coordinator of Vancouver Communities in 
Solidarity with Cuba (VCSC) who recently 
returned from Cuba on the Pastors for 
Peace Caravan to Cuba gave a heartfelt 
talk about meeting family members of the 
Cuban 5 while on the Caravan in Cuba. 
She explained the plight of Adriana Perez, 
the wife of Cuban 5 hero Gerardo Hernan¬ 
dez who has been denied more than 10 
requests to visit her husband in prison. A 
human and legal right afforded to every 
prisoner in the U.S. 

Free the Cuban 5 Committee-Vancou- 
ver coordinator, Noah Fine brought the 
monthly protest to a close reminding par¬ 
ticipants that the committee is dedicated 
to return to the U.S. Consulate every single 
month until all 5 Cuban Heroes are free 
and in Cuba.
